REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following Is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not discloses the specific flow path that contains a dead space in which 
the gas in the dead space is rebreathed by the patient along with a bypass which has a 
gas flow generating means which allows gases to bypass the dead space, go through a 
carbon dioxide absorber and be returned to the flow path to be inhaled by the patient. 
The closest art being Westenskow (4,127,121) which does not contain a dead space 
that can be rebreathed by the patient.
